FIGHT FOB SII/VJ5B. 


Bills for the free coinage of silver are 


to be introduced immediately in the 
Senate and House of ^Representatives. 
It Is not expected, however, that the 
silver agitation in Congress will be re- 
aamed until after the holidays. The 
friends of the metal will avail them- 
selves of every opportunity to keep the 
question prominently before the coun- 
try. It will be the main issue in the 
Congressional elections next year, and 
as the masses of the people in the great 
Central States are getting to under- 
stand its importance, as well as those 
of the South and West, there are good 
grounds for hope that the Fifty-fourth 
Congress will have a majority in favor 
of the fall remonetization of silver. 


In the present Congress Voorhees of 


Indiana and Hill of New York have 
held out hopes that they will favor a 
free coinage bill. Both voted for the 
repeal bill, but Hill made a speech for 
free coinage at the present ratio and 
Voorhees, without fully committing 
himself to such a measure, has repeat- 
edly given out, since the passage of the 
repeal bill, that this Congress would 
yet do something for silver. 


The President in his message, though 


he devotes considerable space to finan- 
cial matters, says not a word in favor 
of the free coinage of silver at the 
present ratio, or any other ratio. He 
expresses his opinion as to the ulti- 
mate result of the repeal of the Bullion 
Purchase act, but does not state the 
grounds upon which he bases that 
opinion. The general impression is 
that he would not approve a free coin- 
age bill if it was sent to him by Con- 
gress, and Senator Jones is credited 
with saying that there is no hope for 
silver under the present Administra- 
tion. 


The people must continue to fight. 


They are a greater power than the Ad- 
ministration or Congress. They can, 
at the next election, make themselves 
board in tones that cannot be misun- 
derstood. If they declare at the ballot 
box that silver must and shall be re- 
monetized their decision will be 
respected at Washington. 


BLANIVS VKKK 
COINAGE 


Congressman Bland has introduced 


u free coinage bill. It repeals the 
clause of the Demonetization act of 
1873 prohibiting the coinage of silver 
dollars and re-enacts the Coinage law 
of 1837. This would open the mints to 
silver as well as gold and enable every- 
body who had one hundred or more 
ounces of silver bullion to have it 
coined into dollars, half dollars or 
quarter dollars. 


Bland is confident that the Commit- 


tee on Coinage will report an absolutely 
free coinage bill to the House. Upon 
what grounds this confidence is placed 
is not stated. It is possible that it 
may be well founded, but nothing less 
than absolute knowledge that such a 
bill has been reported to the House 
will satisfy the people that it is so. 
Perhaps the knowledge that the people 
in all parts of the country demand 
that more money be issued by the 
Government may induce Congress, 
which is supposed to represent the 
wishes of the people, to re-enact the 
Coinage act of 1837, which was re- 
pealed in 1878. 


COMMENTS ON THE MESSAGE.

Queen Liluokalani Will Not be Re- 


stored by Force. 


CHICAGO'S DESTITUTE. 


Practical Measures Inaugurated for Ke- 


llefof the Suffering People. 


CHICAGO, December 
6.—Practical 


measures for relieving hunger among 
the thousands of Chicago's destitute 
has commenced in a movement by a 
leading clothing house. It distributed 
600 loaves of bread and about 8,000 
cups of coffee. Hundreds were wait- 
ing their turn, and the stream of peo- 
ple continued over two hours. Among 
the dirty and ragged were scores of 
good looking well dressed men, evi- 
dently clerks and bookkeepers, out of 
employment and money, and suffering 
the pangs of hunger. Only two women 
applied. One of them declined the 
food, but asked the proprietor if he 
could not supply her with a little 
change. 


The distribution will be repeated 


several days and other merchants will 
follow suit. Charitable relief missions 
are busy all over the city in canvassing 
for clothing and food and generous 
contributions are reported. 


Many applicants for help are too 


scantily clad to take the positions that 
offer. Some of them have no under- 
c lothing and large numbers are with- 
oat overcoats. Those who have long 
been engaged in relief work here say 
that the proportion of the respectable 
but unfortunate element is much 
greater than ever before. Thousands 
are now seeking public aid who were 
never reduced to such bitter extremi- 
ties until this bitter winter. It is esti- 
mated that fully 40,000 people are in 
urgent need of food. 


In order to help the sufferers nine 


churches of various denominations 
have offered to throw open their doors 
and convert both the basements and 
bodies of the churches into sleeping 
places for the homeless. The ladies 
have also undertaken to furnish thei 
distressed lodgers with breakfast of 
bread and coffee. 


THE TRAMPS MUST WAt,K. 


The S. P. Co. Will Give Them No More 


Free Rides. 


SAN FBANCISCO, December 6.—"No 


more free rides for tramps." Such i 
the order from the Southern Pacifli 
Company's officials to the trainsmen 
and other employes. Their reason fo*- 
issuing this edict is not that they wisl 
to show a lack of consideration for un 
fortunate'men, but to save themselves 
from the curses of every town and com 
inanity along the lines. Heretofore 
band of from twenty to 300 tramps 
would congregate in a city or town anc 
not being able to get work or to pay for 
food they made it necessary for the 
community to support them. 


In some cases fear and at other times 


kindheartedness 
induced people to 


give the tramps food shelter and rai 
ment. When the supply was gone then 
would come the request that the rail 
road people transport the poor fellows 
to some other^cornmuniry, accompaniec 
usually by a detmticl on the part of the 
tramps for free rides. 


In a little while more tramps woulc 


congregate in the vacated town or city 
and in a short time they too would 
have to be hauled out. And so it con- 
tinued, these 
tramp-infested 
com- 


munities simply exchanging these un- 
welcome parasites, and the railroad was 
the only means by which the tramps 
changed places.

The destitu- 
tion is frightful and crime is rampant.

Presidents message on the important 
questions of revenue and finance: 


THK BE V EN UK. 


The Secretary of the Treasury reports 


;bat the" receipts of the Government 
'rom all sources during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1893, amounted to 
461,718,561 94 and its expenditures to 
(459,574,674 39. There was collected 
rom customs, $206,355,016 75 and from 
internal revenue $161,027,623 93. Our 
Intiable imports amounting to $421,- 
856,711, an increase 
of $52,453,907 


over the preceding year, and importa- 
ions free of duty amounting to $444,- 
544,211, a decrease from the preceding 
ear of $13,455,447. Internal revenue 


receipts exceeded those of the proceed- 
ing year by $7,147,445 32. 


The total tax collected on distilled 


spirits was $54.720,258 55, on manufac- 
,ured tobacco $31,889,111 74, and on 
'ermented liquors $32,548,983 07. We 
reported merchandise during the year 
imounting to $847,665,194, a decrease 
of $182,612,949 54 from the preceding 
year. 


GOLD EXPORTED. 


The amount of gold exported was 


&rger than any previous year in the 
listory of this Government, amounting 
to $103,680,344, and exceeding the am- 
ount exported during the preceding 
year by $58,485,517. 


THE SOUGAB BOUNTY. 


The sum paid from the Treasury for 


sugar bounty was $9,375,130,881, an in- 
crease over the preceding year of $2,- 
033,053 09. 


THE DEFICIENCY. 


It is estimated that upon the basis of 


jresent revenue laws that the receipts 
of the government for the year ending 
June 30, 1893, will be $430,121,365 38 
and expenditures $458,121,865 38, re- 
sulting in a deflcency of 28,000,000. On 
the first day of November, 1893, the 
amount of money of all kinds in circu- 
ation or not included in Treasury 
holdings was $1,718,544,682, an increase 
or the year of $112,404,947 Estimat- 
ng our population at 67,426,000 at

mentioned, 
the 
per 


capita circulation was $25 49. On this 
same date there was in the Treasury 
old bullion amounting to $96,657,273 
and silver bullion which was purchased 
at a cost of $126,261,553. 


SILVER COINAGE. 


The purchase of silver und er the law 


of July 14, 1890, during the last fiscal 
year 
aggregated 
54,008,162 59 
fine 


ounces, which cost $45,531,374 53. The 
total amount of silver purchased from 
the time that the law became operative 
until the repeal of its purchasing clause 
on the last day of No /ember, 1893, was 
168,679,590 46 fine ounces, which cost 
$155,940,590 84 


Between the first day of March, 1873, 


and the first day of November, 1893, the 
Government purchased under all laws 
503,003,717 fine ounces of silver at a cost 
of $516,622,948. The silver dollars that 
have been coined under the act of July 
14, 1890, number, 36,087,285. The sig- 
niorage arising from such coinage was 
$6,977,098 39 leaving on hand in the 
mints 140,699,760 fine ounces of silver, 
which cost $126,578,218. 


Our total coinage of metals during the 


last fiscal year consisted of 97,280,875 
pieces, valued at $43,685,188,80, of which 
;here was $30,036,140 in gold coin, $6> 
343,715 in silver dollars, $7,217,220 90 in 
subsidiary silver coin and $1,066,102 90 
in minor coins. 


PRODUCTION OF PEEOIOCS METALS. 


During the calendar year of 1892 the 


production of precious metals in the 
Dnited States was estimated to be 1,- 
595,375 fine ounces of gold, of the com- 
mercial and coinage value of $33,000,000, 
and 58,000,000 fine ounces of silver of 
the bullion or market value of $50,750,- 
000 and of the coinage value of $74,989,- 
900. 


It is estimated that on the 1st day of 


July, 1893, the metallic stock of money 
in the United States, consisting of coin 
and bullion, amounted to $1,213,559,169, 
of which $597,897,685 was gold, and 
$615,361,484 was silver. 


NATIONAL BANKS. 


One hundred and nineteen national 


banks were organized during the year 
ending October 31, 1893, with a capital 
of $11,230,000. 
Forty-six went into 


voluntary liquidation and 158 sus- 
pended; 65 of the suspended banks 
were insolvent, 36 resumed business 
and 7 remained in the hands of bank 
examiners with prospects of speedy 
resumption. 


Of the new banks organized forty- 


four were located in the Eastern States, 
forty-one west of the Mississippi river 
and thirty-four in the Central and 
Southern States. The total number of 
national banks in existence on the 31st 
day of October, 1893, was 3,796, having 
an aggregate capital of $695,558,120. The 
net increase in the circulation of these 
banks during the year was $36,386,972. 


REPEAL OF TOE SHERMAN LAW. 


Tue recent repeal of the provision of 


the law requiring the purchase of sil- 
ver bullion by the Government as a 
feature of our monetary scheme, made 
an entire change in the complexion of 
our currency affairs. I do not doubt 
that the ultimate result of this action 
will be most salutary and far-reaching. 


In the nature of things, however, it 


is impossible to know at this time pre- 
cisely what conditions will be brought 
about by the change, or what, if any, 
supplementary legislation may in the 
light of such conditions appear to be 
essential or expedient. Of course after 
the recemt financial perturbation time 
is necessary for the re-establishment 
of business confidence. When, how- 
ever, through this restored confidence 
the money which has been frightened 
into hoarding places is returned to 
trade and enterprise, a survey of the

situation will probably disclose a safe 
path leading to a permanently sound 
currency abundantly sufficient to meet 
every requirement of our increasing 
population and business. 


Tn the pursuit of this object we 


should resolutely turn away from allur- 
ing and temporary expedients, de- 
termined to be content with nothing 
:ess than a lasting and comprehensive 
financial plan. In theso circumstances 
I am convinced that a reasonable de- 
lay in dealing with this subject, inste'/J 
of being injurious, will increase the 
jrobability of wise action. 


THE BRUSSELS CONFERENCE. 


The Monetary Conference, which as- 


sembled at Brussels upon our invita- 
tion, was adjourned to the 30th day of 
November in the present year. The 
consideration just stated and the fact 
Shat a definite proposition from us 
seemed to be expected upon the re- 
assembling of the conference led us to 
express a willingness to have the meet- 
ing still further postponed. It seems 
:o me that it would be wise to give 
general authority to the President to 
.nvite other nations to such a confer- 
ence at any time when there should be 
a fair prospect of accomplishing an in- 
ternational agreement on the subject 
of coinage. 


THE ISSUING OF BONDS. 


I desire, also, to earnestly suggest 


;he wisdom of amending the existing 
statutes in regard to the issuance of 
Government bonds. 
The authority 


now vested in the Secretary of the 
Dreasury to issue bonds is not as clear 
as it should be, and the bonds author- 
zed are disadvantageous to the Gov- 
ernment, both as to the time of their 
maturity and rate of interest.

The jury after being out some time 


reported that they were unable to 
agree on a verdict, seven being for 
acquittal and five for conviction. 


SELLING WHISKY TO INDIANS.

arrested for selling whisky to Indians. 
They will be taken to Carson to-day to 
answer before the U. S. Grand Jury 
which meets iu Carson City in Feb- 
ruary. The prisoners consist of Bar- 
ney Carrigan, arrested in Winnemucca 
wo weeks ago by Sheriff Hadley, who 
caught him in the act of furnishing 
whisky to two Piute bucks; Joseph 
Shoeph, a German dive keeper, who 
was also arrested in Winnemucca for a 
like offense, and an Elko man, whor.e 
career as a dispenser of ardent spirits 
bo the noble red man is thus cut short.

LOVKLOCK AND ITS VICINAGE. 


A 
Great 
Agricultural 
and 
Mining 


Region. 


What is known as the Big Meadows 


in Humboldt county is proving to le 
one of the moat productive agricultural 
valleys in the State, and the mines in 
adjacent mountains are among the 
most varied in any country. 


LOVELOCK. 


The Big Meadows are situated near 


the Sink of the Humboldt river, about 
ninety miles by rail east of Reno. The 
soil is alluvial and in many respects 
resembles that of the Truckee Meadows 
The village of Lovelock is situated 
about the center of the valley and is 
rapidly increasing in population. Some 
very fine buildings have been erected, 
notably that built by S. R. Young and 
now partially occupied by the Love- 
look Commercial Company. There are 
three or four stores, as many hotels, 
several saloons, a postofflce and many 
handsome residences. 
A new and 


suitable building has just been com- 
pleted by John T. Reid, aa enterpris- 
ing young business man, for a post- 
office,he having been recently appointed 
postmaster. The New Era, an excellent 
local paper, conducted by Frank 
Francis, is published in the town. 


WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


The Lovelock Commercial Company 


has erected a storehouse near the 
village with a capacity of 1,000 tons of 
grain. This warehouse is now filled 
with wheat of the finest quality which 
the farmers are holding for an advance, 
as the present price will scarcely pay 
the expense of production. The strange 
anomaly is here presented of tons of 
California flour piled along side home 
raised wheat. The farmers find a better 
market for their grain at the Riverside 
Mills, Reno, than in California, but, 
strange to say, the farmers who raise 
the wheat use California flour. The 
merchants claim they cannot get flour 
from Reno, ninety miles away, nor from 
the Paradise Valley Mills in their own 
county, as cheap as from California, 
owing to the peculiar freight regula- 
tions of the railroad company, and, 
although they prefer Nevada flour 
made from Nevada wheat, they have to 
handle California flour exclusively. 


GBAIN, HAT AND POTATOES. 


There are from 60,000 to ,75,000 acres 


of arable land in the Humboldt valley 
in the immediate vicinity of Lovelock, 
one-third or less of which is under cul- 
tivation. This year about 3,500 acres 
of this area was devoted to grain and 
the average wheat yield was over a ton 
per acre. About 20,000 tons of alfalfa 
was produced, the average yield per 
acre being about four tons, though 
Captain Marzen and others raised as 
much as six tons per acre in some of 
their fields. The soil is peculiarly 
adapted to the growth of this hay, and 
the dryest years good crops of it have 
been produced without irrigation. 
Potatoes ani other vegetables are also 
produced in abundance and are of 
superior quality. 


Over 5,000 head of cattle are now 


being fattened on this hay, and alfalfa 
fed beef commands the highest market 
price in San Francisco and Omaha. 
There are also several thousand head 
of sheep feeding on alfalfa, and the 
number of cattle and sheep will be in- 
creased, as San Francisco will rely on 
Nevada to a great extent for its beef 
and mutton supply for the Midwinter 
Fair. 


MINES. 


La the mountains east of the Hum- 


boldt valley there are mines of nickel, 
cobalt, copper, antimony and iron and 
large deposits of gypsum, and in the 
mountains north there are gold7 silver 
and lead mines. The nickel and copper 
mines are being worked extensively by 
eastern companies. Large quantities 
of the iron ore have been shipped to 
San Francisco and is said to be among 
the best ever found in any country. 
The gold and silver mines of Trinity- 
Arabia, a dozen miles from Lovelock, 
are now shut down In "consequence" of 
the low price of silver, aa it will not 
pay to work them exclusively for gold. 


Notwithstanding the fertility of the 


soil farmers complain of hard times as 
there is no home market except for 
alfalfa in consequence of the mines 
being closed, and they say it -does not 
pay to raise grain at the present prices'

BemarkAble Story From IndJm 


Catching a Portal Thief. 


The narrator of the following story 


eome years ago had charge of a postal 
division on the western coast, parts of 
which had seldom been visited by a 
European officer.

A solitary oil buttee threw 
a fitful light on the altar, on which an 
ordinary bamboo stick about two feet 
long reposed among grains of uncooked 
rice and nut limes, the whole sprinkled 
with red powder. 


A curtain was drawn across the door, 


and the men entered one at a time. As 
each one appeared the Brahman seized 
his hands and raised them to his fore- 
head, and then allowed them to pass on 
and join his fellows. Coming to Rama, 
he went through the same pantomime, 
but instead of allowing Mm to pass on 
bade him stand aside. When the last 
man had gone through the ordeal the 
Brahman turned to Rama and said qui- 
etly: 


"Tell the sahib how you stole the 


money." 


"To my utter amazement," continues- 


the writer, "Rama fell on his knees, 
confessed that he was the thief, and of- 
fered to show where he had hidden the 
balance of the money.

WHY HE KILLED HIMSELF. 


A Seaman \Vltli a Good Record Could Not 


Endure u Reprimand. 


John Neil, a seaman in the United 


States navy, serving on boa.d the re- 
ceiving ship Independence, Mare Island 
navy yard, was reprimanded the other 
morning for having overstaid his leave 
of absence, and for punishment was or- 
dered restricted to the ship for a period 
of 60 <lay.->. As soon as Neil received his 
decree of punishment he went below 
into the ship bagroom, where he was 
found later with a bullet wound in Tail 
right temple. He was a man of unusual 
distinction, having received medal hon- 
ors from congress for bravery and mer- 
itorious conduct. 


He enlisted in the navy in 1861, served 


with Faridgutat Mobile Bay and lashed 
the admiral in the rigging of the Hart- 
ford, where he stood by his side through- 
out the fight. Since the war Neil has 
served continuously in the navy and 
was one of the survivors of the ill fated 
Trenton, which went down in Apia har- 
bor. 
He received general mention for 


bravery in rescuing shipmates from the 
Vandalia, which was also wrecked in 
the same gale. He was a native of Ire- 
land, aged 62, and a member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the 
Regular Army and Navy union. The re- 
mains were interred in the navy ceme- 
tery at Mare island under the auspices 
of the Army and Navy union.—New 
York Sun.
